A "Stnr Fraud, 

It remained for a French seaman nam- 
ed Beauvoi.s to invent an entirely new 
and original device for supporting him- 
.•lelf by fraud. His practice was to fall 
through the side entrance of a railway 
carriage, pretending that the iloor bad 
been careles.sly left unsecured by the 
guard. Tie would fall out, cling des- 
perately to the door, ami eventually be 
dragged back by the other passengers, 
who would innocently corroborate his 
statements. The luan's training as a 
seaman had given him sutRcient agility 
to perform the feat in a natural nvun- 
nor, and ho found no difficulty in sim - 
ulating sprained ankle or arms as the 
result of the accident. To avoid a law 
suit and damaging notoriety, the com- 
pany would promjjtly compensate him 
for the i)retended injury. In this way 
he collected during tin! month of Feb- 
ruarv, on five so]iarate occasions, sums 
varying from -fO to 100 francs. At 
length he attempted the fraud at .Men- 
don, on the Versailles lino, but he had 
lost, or faileil, to jirocure his tickKt,aiid 
this led to an impiiry whii-h resulted in 
exposure.

T Crowe, 
who has been so prominently connected 
with the infernal machines, was arrest- 
ed here at noon to day by a deputy V. 
S. marshal on the order.s of Atty. (Ten. 
Macveagh. Bail wa.s immediately tend 
ered in the sum of $10,000 but refn.sed 
till his hearing before the I". S. court 
in Chicago. Crowe with hia bondsmen 
and the marshal left for Chicago at 1 
o'clock to-night. Crowe takes the 
matters easy and says he has disposinl 
of Lis affairs here and is now going to 
dovote the re.st of his life to tin- cause 
of Irish freedom. It is understood l.e 
is arrested for a viobition of the lutvi- 
cation laws and will be hehl on ih.'U 
charge. 

A reporter interviewed Crow. Me 
lia.s always been at the head of Keiiian 
agitation here and is one of the most 
desperate agitators. He is ;i man of 
small stature with a dark, intollert mil 
countrnance and talked cDinpo^clly as 
on an ordinary t0[)ic. lie piuiluccd a 
letter from George llolgate dated Phil- 
adelphia, August 31st, 1881, setting 
forth tliatl lolgateownedtheMc( 'lintock 
torpedo boat which did such terrible 
exccuiion during the rebellion and that 
ho had been conducting tlio evperi- 
ments with it under water wliicli caus - 
ed i\lcCliutock to lo.si! life; that he had 
refu;;ed a proposition from Spain for 
the boat and he claimed the boat would 
blow up any vessel in the P.rili^li lleet 
and could blockade any ]iort reg:irdless 
of all the inou-of-war in the world. It 
would eost about ?90,00(J to build it 
and ho would place it at ('row's dis- 
po.sal. Jle claimed the boat would do 
more good for Ireland and fetch the 
British government to tcrnia quicker than 
half a million men. Crow said shortly 
after that at the executive couiii il of t lie 
I'nited Trishmen in Ni.'w N'ork .ludge 
Brcnnaii, of Iowa, Capt. Spinnaii, ot 
New N'ork, J. S. Kenfio, of Pro\ iilcni'r, 
Tlios. Id. Oyer, of Chicago, (.)' 1 loiiovaM 
I\ossa and himself were present, 'i'hey 
discussed Holgate's proposition and the 
scheme of dcva.stating England'.s shores 
but on Crow'.s representation they de - 
ciiled it would be too expensive and 
that they roukl lio better work by de 
positing torpedoes in liritish .ships 
w hich could be done for $2;") apiece and 
which would bring Kngland to lerm^ 
bv making it dangerous for the peojile 
to go abroad in British VRHsels. They de- 
cided to take that course. S(<iiie time 
later the United Irishmen and tli(> 
I'^enians joined haiulK in order to fs. 
ecu to their [ilaiis. They were COOO 
strong in the I'nited States and 
Canada. Tiiere were branches in 
Toronto, Quebec, Montreal and 
in nearly every important city in the 
United States. Infernal machines are 
being made in every city where there 
is a branch of the order, and con 
tiaue to be made. They are working 
for the good of the " old sod " and they 
were no more liable than are makers of 
revolvers and cannon. Dynamite was 
no more vicious than powder and with 
these weapons they could drive from 
the seas their enemy, destroy her Irade 
and make profitable business impossi - 
ble. .Some peojilo would havt! to die, 
it would be worse than lioyeotting, but 
war wa.s always cruel. War was easiest 
which went .slraightpst towards killing 
the most in the shortest time ami eoin- 
pellod nations to make peace. The 
machines captured in I'lngland were 
made in Peoria. His answers gave the 
reporter confidence in the truth of bis 
statement.

1. The Assessur and C iiect(jr o.f the j 
Municipal Council of the City -f Victuria [ 
is hereby authorized and directed, -vhcn- ' 
soever ta.xes on any land have boon t., | 
for throe years precodiuK tho Fifteenth 
day of July, ISHl, tosnbmit to the Mayor 
of tho City of Victoria a list, in duplicate,
